}stand of second growth timber in 
| El Dorado County. There has bcen 
| every reason to believe that it would 
|do so. Under good logging practice, 


the present day loggers do not cut 
young immature trees, which re- 
main to produce seed for future 
seedlings. Logging with tractors re- 
sults in only moderate damage to 
existing young growth, which re- 
mains upon the ground to form a 
second stand on cut-over lands 

However, a problem is arising 
which must be solved in the next 
few years if sugar: pine is to con- 
tinue in our second growth stands. 
For the past several years, a tree 
disease called the white pine blister 
rust has been spreading southward 
through the Pacific Coast States 
from Europe. 

This disease forms cankers in the 
thin inner bark on small branches 
of the five-needled white pines such 
as Idaho White Pine and Califor- 
nia Sugar Pine. These cankers grad- 
ually work to the inner bark of the

NEW PLAN FOR FOOD FOR RELIEF CLIENTS. BEING 


DEVELOPED IN WASHINGTON T0 
GROCERS FOR APPROVAL 


WASHINGTON. -The govern- 
ment’s new plan for subsidizing the 
purchase of surplus foods by re- 
lief clients was put in final form | 
today for submission to a confer- 
ence of grocers next week. 

The food and grocery conference 
committee, composed of food retail- 
ers, Will be asked to upprove a re- 
vised plan to be offered by the fed- 
eral surplus commodities corpora- 
tion. If approved, it will be put into 
effect in selected cities about April 
15. 

A late revision removed a pro- 
vision in a _ tentative draft that 
would have required relief clients to 
take part of their government pay 
in food stamps. The new plan, sub- 
ject to possible further revisions, 
provides that a relief client may 
take part of his pay im food stamps 
if he wishes. 


BE OFFERED 


Relief clients, under the new plan, 
would be given the option of taking 
all of their pay in cash or part in 
cash and part in orange colored 
stamps which could be exchanged at 
any grocery for food. 

Those who took part pay in the 
orange stamps would be given blue 
stamps equal to one half the value 
of the orange. The value of the blue 
stamps would in effect be an in- 
crease in their relief pay. The blue 
stamps, however, could be exchang- 
ed only for surplus food products. 
Blue stamps could be obtained only 
by those who purchase the orange 
stamps. 

Sponsors of the proposal predict- 
ed that if it is adopted it will en- 
able relief clients to increase their 
purchases of food by one third, im- 
prove living standards and reduce 
farm surpluses.

It is not this writer’s purpose to 
condemn, condone or advocate in 
the following review of the varied 
assortment of bills now before the 
Legislature to broaden government’s 
services and regulatory powers. Each 
measure must stand or fall on its 
own merits, but certain it is that 
if all or most of the “new depart- 
ment” bills now pending should be- 
come law, California would have 
New Bureaucracy that would reach 
into every phase of human activity 
and that would be exceedingly cost- 
ly to the taxpayer. 

Good, bad and indifferent, here 
are some of the proposals: 

A. B. 1987, creates State Engenics 
Commission of 5 members to con- 
duct scientific research and report 
back to the 1941 Legislature with 
recommendations as to 
that will tend to eliminate the “un- 
fit” and to increase the proportion 
of citizens thoroughly sound in body 
and mind. 

A. B. 1987, creates State Eugenics 
Set up Caliornia Trade Commission 
of 3 members with power to set up 
“unfair trade practices.” 

A. B. 611, creates Bureau of the 
State Bank of California (in State 
‘ Banking Department) and provides 


that “the State of California shall | 


engage in the business of banking 
and for that purpose hereby estab- 
lishes a system of banking owned, 
controlled and operated by the 
State,” Act requires that all State 
funds, and all funds from State pe- 
nal, educational and industria] in- 
stitutions, must be deposited in the 
new State Bank. Companion acts 
appropriate $2,000,000 as initial cap- 
ital for the bank and $100,000 for 
operating expenses of the new Bank 
Bureau. 


A. B. 1147 establishes Consumers’ !
